The  noble  Collection  of  Pictures  brought  together  by  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Gillott  has  enjoyed 
so  world-wide  a fame,  and  has  been  so  long  regarded  by  connoisseurs — and  justly  so — as  a com- 
plete epitome  of  the  English  School,  that  very  little  comment  is  necessary  in  bringing  it  before 
the  public. 

Being  the  growth  of  many  years,  its  formation  has  been  the  result  of  no  hasty  or  indis- 
criminate purchase.  Nearly  half  a century  has  elapsed  since  Mr.  Gillott,  then  a young  man, 
first  laid  the  foundation  of  it,  and  during  tlie  whole  of  that  period  tlie  work — with  him  a very 
labom’  of  love — has  been  steadily  continued  upon  principles  of  thoughtful  and  judicious  selec- 
tion, which  excluded  all  but  first-rate  pruductions. 

Enjoying  the  friendship  of  many  of  those  whose  names  are  most  honoured  in  the  roll 
of  English  art — among  others,  of  Turner  and  Etty  (in  the  works  of  both  of  whom  the  Gallery 
is  especially  rich) — of  Linnell  and  Muller,  of  William  Hunt  and  David  Cox — and  himself  gifted 
with  a refined  and  critical  taste,  and  with  a true  artistic  instinct  which  appears  never  to  have 
been  at  fault,  Mr.  Gillott  was  in  possession  of  advantages  rarely  falling  to  the  lot  of  collectors. 
Of  these,  his  ample  means  enabled  him  fully  to  avail  himself,  and  the  result  has  been  a collec- 
tion, both  in  oil  and  water-colour,  altogether  unrivalled  among  private  galleries  as  embracing 
all  the  highest  characteristics  of  the  English  School.  Of  landscapes  the  collection  boasts  many 
among  the  greatest  ever  executed  by  human  hand,  while  there  is  scarcely  a name  of  note  in  the 
history  of  British  art,  to  whatever  branch  devoted,  of  whom  one  or  more  first-rate  and  charac- 
teristic examples  will  not  be  found.
